THE X RAY IN SURGERY. 


Tie First Practical Vff 
In thr New Dis- 


covery a Gratifying Suiieni. 


PITTBBUBGIH, Pa,, April 6.—What is 


claimed to be the first practical use of 
the X rays in surgery in America was 
made last evening in the homeopathic 
hospital, and was successful in every 
particular. 
By means of a photo- 


graph made with the rays Saturday 
night, the exact location of a piece of 
needle in the foot of seven-year-old 
Rachel Newell, of East Liverpool, O., 
was ascertained, and in less than a 
minute after the first incision, the 
needle was found placed exactly as in 
the photograph. The operation lasted 
60 seconds. 


While Bachel was running about a 


room l^e weeks ago her foot struck a 
needle, and about a quarter of an inch 
of the steel ran into the ball of the 
foot. Acute irritation set in and the 
foot swelled twice its natural size. 
Frequent probings were made, but the 
steel could not be located.
